Overtakes a Hundred Men 


in a Mine, 


SEALED TIP IN THE EARTH'S 


BOWELS. 


Slight Prospect of Any Com- 


ing Out Alive. 
,_ 


"Wllkeabarre, Pa., June 29. — 'While 


about 100 miners wen at work In the 
Tied Ash voln of the Twin shaft, at 
Plttston, about 3 o'clock yesterday 
rnorntng. the roof caved in, and It is be- 
lieved that all of the men 
perished. 


About 40 of the imprisoned men were 
English-speaking; miners,the others for- 
eigners. 


The men -were at work propping up 


anybody'belTiB In the wrecltand escap-- 
Ins wlthhls life. 


The breaker of the Twin shaft burned 


down three years ago. There were over 
100 men In the mine at the'time, but all 
escaped through a second opening-. 
. The first jjreat disaster in the anthra- 
cite region was In September, 1SG9, when 
120 men perished Jn the Avondale mine 
this counry. The breaker over tne mine 
caught fire, and all the men In the mine 
vere suffocated. This great catastrophe 
caused the legislature to pass a law com- 
pelling minus to have two openings. 


Up to 9 o'clock last night no bodies had 


been found, At that hour all hope of 
finding any of them alive had been 
abandoned. 


Superintendent Lathrop of the TLehlgh 


Valley Coal company, who Is an authorT 
ity, says It will be 10 days before the 
bodies are reached.. He says they"are 
under a heavy fall. 


During the late houra'of the afternoon 


the searchers made but little progress, 
because the pare of the slope upon which 
their energies were bent was "working." 
The heaviest timbers were like matches 
under the heavy'pressure from abov*. 
During the evening tbe excitement con- 
tinued at fever heat[ 


At midnight the situation at the Ill- 


fated mine was unchanged. 
The rescu- 


ers were hard at work, but making little 
progress. 


Superintendent McMullln has given 


orders that the rescuers must proceed 
with great caution now, as the rock they 
are laboring under is "working" more 
or less. There Is danger that In hurry- 
ing the work other lives may be lost.

. About two .weeks ago the surveyors : 
reported to General Superintendent Law j 
that the mine was "squeezing," and that I 
unless steps were immediately taken to ! 
timber It a. cave-In, or fall, might be 
looked for. Superintendent Law lost no 
time, but at once put a. number of tim- 
ber-men at work. 
The squeeze 
con- 


tinued, however, and on Saturday the 
situation became alarming. In the af- 
ternoon a slight fall occurred, and the 
men who were at work had to retreat 
before it. A consultation of mine ofll- 
clals was then held, and It was decided 
that heroic measures would have to be 
resorted to to prevent heavy damages. 


Inside Superintendent Langan gave 


Instructions that the most experienced 
miners should be secured, and that the 
party would go down into the mine at 
7 o'clock. Expert timber-men. put In 
an appearance at that hour, and were 
soon lowered into the workings. 
They 


made their way to Red Ash vein, 1500 
feet down the slope. The work of prop- 
ping proceeded rapidly until 11 o'clock, 
when another fall occurred. It made a 
low, 
rumbling r.oise, and the flying coal 


and debris drove the men back. 


Then the "squeeze" ceased again, and 


the men thought It was safe to resume 
\vork. They labored on until 3:20 o'clock 
•.vhen, so It Is presumed, the roof fell in 
without warning, making a tremendous 
crash. The i'alHng rock arid coal filled 
up the slope and the adjoining gang- 
ways, completely shutting off all ave- 
nues of escape. 
It Js stllll possible, 


however, that living men may still be 
behind the fall, although It is extremely 
Improbable. 


The alarm was first given by a water 


carrier, John Sherida'n, who, with "Will- 
lam Richards and Thomas Gill, were the 
only ones to escape -tt the whole party 
who entered the mine Saturday night. 
Sheridan was on his way up the slope to 
pet some fresh water for the men, and, 
when about 100 feet from the foot of the 
bhaft, was knocked down by the concus- 
sion. He was badly cut and bruised by 
flying coal and rocks. He lay uncon- 
scious .for 10 minutes and then'came up 
the shaft. $ 


The . concussion was 30 great that it 


was heard for miles around. The foun- 
dations of nearly evevy building in Pitts- 
ton were shaken and window-sand doors 


j rattled, as in a tornado. In the. houses 


nearer to the mine, persons were thrown 
from their beds. 
. The first thought was that a great 
earthquake had occurred, and the in- 
habitants rushed pellmell from- their 
houses. 
The ringing o£ the flrebells 


and the shrieklng^of the big mine whistle 
told the story. 


Crowds of people gathered about, the 


mouth of the shaft, and numbered thou- 
sands by daybreak. Stalwart men stood 
appalled, and frantic womeu, who had 
husbands and sons in the doomed mine, 
waited In despair. One mother cried out 
that sbe had two sons below. 
Another 


was the wife or widow of some unfor- 
tunate, and had nine helpless children at 
home. Many knelt on the ground, and 
in voices broken with sobs, implored 
divine providence to restore their loved 
ones alive. When it was given out that 
there was little or no hope of rescuing 
the men alLve, women and girls fainted, 
and were borne awayd senseless. 


The work of rescuing was prompt and 


efficient. The best miners who remained 
on the surface, Joined voluntarily In the 
hazardous task. 
There .was the con- 


stant menace of another fall, or an ex- 
plosion of firedamp. Special efforts were 
made to keep the air fan in good order, 
so that If, by any chance the men were 
alive, they should have fresh air. The 
blocked slope and gangways held out lit- 
tle hope of the air reaching them. 


The rescuers were divided Into three 


relays of JO men each, under the direc- 
tion of Mine Foreman McMullin. The 
men worked as they had never before 
worked. It became necessary to swes.r 
In extra policemen to control the crowil 
around the mouth of the shaft. It had 
Increased to fully 700D. 
Ropes were 


stretched around the shaft,' and only 
mine officials were allowed to enter the 
enclosure. 


Young Sheridan, the waterboy, who 


had such a narrow escape, tells a thrill- 
ing tale of the disaster. He thinks there 
tvas an explosion of gas, which blew 
down the newly erected timbers and 
caused the cave-in. When he left the 
mine to go out the slope and get water, 
these Inside had no apprehension o£ a 
fall or a "squeeze."

working nicely, and the men expected 
to be out of the mine within another 
hour. "The report of the fall," says the 
boy. "was like 100~cannon, and the force 
of it blew me fully 26 feet. I was hurled 
against the'side ofithe slope. A piece of 
rock hit me back of the head; tha 
wound commenced to bleed, and then I I 
tainted.".

There have been 10 national Derao- 


er.itic conventions and none of them 
eLiico tho war fans been fraugjit with 
(mch serious possibilities as the 1 one 
which will assemble ia Chicago on tlio 
7th of July. 


Tho memorable Chn.rleston convention 


which ndjonrned to meet in Baltimore 
•was moro important. On its decision 
might have rested the stability of tho 
"Union. The crisis which the Democratic 
party faces in 189G ia a qncstiou less of 
government than of commercial prosper- 
ity. The silver probk-m. whoso decision 
has been postponed for nearly a quarter 
of n century confronts the Deoincnitio 
pnrty and demands a final BOttlointnt. 
And tho Liitemess which thc currency 
camp.iipa of tiiO last two months has 
arou.-- cl Kecins to threaten tho integrity 
of tho party. 


Tin: linen of tho grcnt political parties 


have beta chan(;ir.s gradually for a good 
many years. A sectional sentiment al- 
most as stronff ns that which oaco sepa- 
rated north and south has come into be- 
ing. Tbo tnrifl reform Republican lias 
become n Mugwump and then ft Demo- 
crat, ;md in many instances a free trad- 
er. Tho free trade Democrat has been 
converted to "incidental protection.'! 
The currency question has split thy 
country on eectional rather than politi- 
cal linos. To be sure thero nre "sound 
money" men in tho west and advocates

o€ free coinage in the east. But as a 
rule tho people- of the west and south 
fa-vor the free coinage oJ silver and tho 
peoplo of tho cast ore committed to tho 
gold standard. 


Thero aro no very distinct party prin- 


ciples today. Parties are political ma- 
chines, held together by self interest. 
There are free coinage Democrats and 
eouud money Democrats; free coinage 
Kepublicaus and Republicans who be- 
lieve in tho gold standard. Thero are 
Democrats who want incidental protec- 
tion and Democrats who favor free trade; 
nr.d tin re nro Republicans whoso wild 
views 0:1 the tariff question will match 
those oE their Democratic brethren. 


It is a singular condition of affairs 


when the Democratic party, with the 
povernmcut at Washington in its hands 
and committed to tho gold standard of 
currency, should bo assembling appar- 
ently for the. purpose of declaring for the 
free coi nagc of silver. 


Theso things sometimes straighten 


themselves out in convention. Tho two 
wings of a party often find an acceptable 
compromise on a great-political question 
,—something which appeases if iiSdoes 
not satisfy both factions. 


If they GO not? Then one of th.R winfra 


flaps all by itself perhaps while the oth- 
rr goes to serve- another party. Elaine's 
nomination cost the .Republicans not 
only tlio floating, changeable vote, but 
the sidheri-c'jo of a great many widely 
known members of their organization. 


It U not. an easy thing for a man to 


accept n party platform which does no; 
npreu wiLy his convictions. That is 
what, a gfd.'Lt many men have had to do, 
though, ever since parties camo into 
existence. Som^ men never can find a 
party whose principles arc entirely sat- 
isfactory to them. The best they can do 
Is to take tho most satisfactory of them 
End condone itj faults. 


Several conditions assist in making 


the .Chicago convention remarkable. 
The Republican convention threatened 
to be overloaded with presidential Ma- 
terial, and for a year before it met half 
a dozen active candidates were canvafs- 
i'.ig the country for supporc. 'The Dem- 
ocratic party was almost without a can- 
didate nmil. six months ago, when Gov- 
ernor Matthews of Indiana was in- 
dor; 3. Most of tibo "favorite sons" 
who had been discussed were holding 
cit to s<v M,-hai the Democratic state 
convc>:i:iocs hud to say on the- currency 
question. Some of them could noc run 
on. u free silver platform, aud some of 
them would not. Some .of-them were 
pledged to silver without recourse. 
So:ne wanted ;o see what-wnj thc crir- 
rcucy cat would jump before they dey 
clared thoir principles. 


Just as ?'00ii as there caine an intima- 


tion that the convention would probably 
declare-for silvc-r, candidates began to 
grOTV on the busiies 
Some are nrdent 


silver men, some are compromisers aud 
some might be willing to rein on auy 
piutforci tbi.fc'w'iil suit tlio party. 


Such growth, of presidential timber 


In so short a" time ia phenomenal. And 
not satisfied with thc great opportunities 
Dffered in their Owu parly, Democrats. 
In some places are discussing even the 
possibility of fintiinp.a Republican bolter, 
[rom St. Iioui? to lead the party to vie.-' 
tory. They: thinJi a Kepnblican rrom a 
lilTcr state might caiTy the west and 
loath and hold enoush of his own uarcy 


in the east, n tiie ropmists 
him, to assure his election1. 


And if tho' silver Dcmocrata- do-not 


control—if the administration influence 
IB sti-ons enough finally to hold Iho con- 
vention to the administi-ation currency 
standard, Itr. Cleveliind is ahvaya a 
possibility, even though tbe Democrats 
of Virginia have declared the third term 
idea to be un-American. 


It is u very pretty situation. Who 


could have foretold it? Six months ago

It is safe to .say the Democr.'itic party 


approuches theCliicago coirvcution with 
greater trepidation ihan any other in 
its history except the memorable con- 
vention at Charleston. Tho party is old- 
er than the convention, becanKO na- 
tional conventions •wore not known to 
the Democracy till Andrew Jackson vcas 
nominated The Jackscii convention vas 
held at Baltimore May 21, 1832, audit 
followed the indorsement of Jacksou by 
tho legislatures o£ isevv York and Penn- 
sylvania. In face, the convention mere- 
ly ratified the popular choice for the 
presidency. Br.t over the vice presidency 
thero was a contest, and in this origi- 
nated the ftimous two-thirds rule which 
has had so ranch weight in determining 
the iictiou of many conventions since. 
It ia a Democratic institution this cwo- 
third-s rule. No other party has adopted 
it, but the Democratic party br.s clung 
to it for C4 years. 


No one knows who was the author of 


the rnlc. Mr.1 SanudCTs of North Caro- 
lina reported it from the committee on 
rnles in 1832 in the following resolu- 
tion :

This rule ox-Senator Mar-tin of Bian-

It lias been attacked in 
many conventions by tho friends of men 
and measures which seemed to have the 
favor of r. majori ty of the delegates. But 
it has withstood every attack. It was 
voted down in the second convention of 
tho party, but the vote was reconi-id- 
crecl, and it was adopted again. In LS-i-i 
it was attacked, but though there was a 
majority of Van Buren's friends in the 
convention some of them held tho 
two-thirds rale to bo above partisan- 
ship, and its adoption by tho aid of 
their votes defeated their candidate. In 
1S4S tbe rule was indorsed by a vote 
of 175 .to 78, and in 1852 by 273 to 13. 


Tho rule docs not apply to the adop- 


tion of the platform, but controls the 
nomination cit' (he party's candidate. So 
there can be no issue on it between the 
friends of silver and the friends of gold. 
For that reason the opposition to it may 
fail, us it has failed iu the past.

He then 
placed the revolver directly over his1 
heart, and the seqond Bhot was effective.

work. They labored on until 3:20 o'clock 
v.-hen, so It In presumed, the roof fell In 
without warning:, making a tremendous 
crash. The 1'alHng rock ar.d coal ailed 
up the slope and the adjoining gang- 
•vvays. completely shutting off all ave- 
nues of escape.

Thero ore uo very distinct party prin- 


ciples today. Parties are political ma- 
chines, held together by self interest 
There are freo coinage Democrats and 
sound money Democrats; free coinage 
Republicans and Republicans who be- 
lieve in tho gold standard. There ore 
Democrats who want incidental-protec- 
tion and Democrats vrho fnvor free trade; 
and there aro Republicans whose wild 
views on the tariff question will match 
those of their Democratic brethren. 


It is a singular condition of affairs 


when, tho Democratic party, with the 
government at Washington in its hands 
and committed to the gold standard of 
currency, should he assembling appar- 
ently for ths purpose of declaring for the 
free coinage of silver. 


These things' sometimes Ptraighten 


themselves out in convention. - The two 
wings of a party of ten find an acceptable 
compromise on a great political question 
I—something -which appeases if it does 
not satisfy both factions. 


If they do not? Then one of the winga 


flaps all by it.=elf perhaps while the oth- 
er.goes to serve another party. Blaiue'3 
nomination cosS the Republicans, nut 
only the floating, changeable vote, bnt 
the adherence of a great many widely 
known members of.their organization.. 


It is not an easy thing for a man to 


accept a party platform which does not 
agree with his convictions. 
That is 


what a great many men have had to do, 
though, ever since parties camp • into 
existence. Some men never can find a 
party whose principles are entirely sat- 
isfactory to them. The best they can do 
is to take the most satisfactory of them 
and condone its faults. 
.. " 


Several conditions' assist. in maiing 


the Chicago convention remarkable. 
The Republican convention threatened 
to be overloaded with presidential ma- 
terial, and for ti year before it met half 
a dozen active candidates were canvass- 
iug the country for 'support. -The 
Dem- 


ocratic party was almost'Svithont a can- 
didate until six months ago, when Gov- 
ernor Matthews of Indiana was "in- 
dorsed. Most of the "favorite sons" 
who bad been discussed were holding 
off to see what the Democratic'state 
conventions had to say on the currency 
question. Some of them could not run 
on n free silver platform, and" some of 
them wonld not. Some of them were 
pledged to silver (vithpnt recourse. 
Some wanted to see what way the cur- 
rency cat would jnmp beforr.. they de- 
clared their'principles. 


Just as soon as1 there came on intima- 


tion that the convention wonld probably 
declare:for''silver, candidates began'1 to 
grow-on the'bnshes. Some are ardent 
silver men, some are compromisers nnd 
Borne might be-willing to run on any 
platform:that will.suib the party. . 
• 


Such growth of presidential timber 


in.so short a rimo is. phenomenal. :'And 
not satisfied with the great opportunities 
offered in; their own party, Democrats 
in some places aro discnssing :even .tho 
possibility of finding a Republican bolter.

The Two-thirds Bnle. 


It is safe to say the Democratio party 


approaches tho Chicago convention with 
greater .trepidation than any other in 
it.9 history except the memorable1 con- 
vention nt Charleston. The party is old- 
er than the convention, because na- 
tional conventions were not known to 
the Democracy till Andrew Jackson was 
nominated. The Jackson convention-was 
held at Baltimore May 21, 1SS2, and it 
followed the indorsement of Jackson by 
tbe legislatures of New York and Penn- 
sylvania. In fact, the convention mere- 
ly ratified the popular choice for tho 
presidency. Bnfc over the vice presidency 
there was a contest, and in this "origi- 
nated the famous two-thirds rale which 
has had so mnch weight in determining 
the action of' many conventions since. 
It is n. Democratic institution this two- 
thirds rule. No other partyhas adopted 
it, bnt tho Democratic party has clung 
to it for Gi years. 


No one known who was the author of 


tho rule. Mr. Sannders of North Caro- 
lina reported it from tbe committee on 
rales in 1832 in the following resolu- 
tion: 


ITesolvcd, TLat ouch stato be entitled in tho 


norain.ition to be mc.de for tha vice preeidc-nc> 
to a number of votes equal tu the number they 
Tri'il be entitled to in the electoral college nn- 
dcr tho no-\v apportionment in voting for pr'?s 
ident nnd vico president and lh;Lt two-thirds 
of tho whole number of votoa in convention 
shall be necessary to constitute a choice.. " 


This rule es-Senator Martin of Kan- 


sas says mast be changed in tho coming 
convention. It has been attacked iu 
many conventions by the friends of men 
ami measures which, seemed to have tlie 
favor of fa majority of the delegates. But 
it has withstood every attack. It wiis 
voted down in the second convention of 
the party, but the voto was re£ousirt- 
ered, and it was adopted again. In 1844 
it was attacked, but though thire was a 
majority of Van Buren's friends in the 
convention Rome of them held the 
two- thirds rale to be above partisan- 
ship, and its adoption by the aid of 
their votes defeated their candidate. In 
1843 the rnle was indorsed by a vote 
of 175 to 78, and in 1852 by 273 to 13. 


Tho rule does not- apply to the adop- 


tion of the platform, bnt controls the 
nomination of the party's candidate. So 
there can be no issue on it between the 
friends of silver and the friends of gold. 
.For that reason the opposition to it may 
fail, as it has failed in the past.

Mr. Diffendor- 
fer says since 1S73 the country has pros- 
pered under none .of the tariff plans ex- 
perimented -with, and he refers In strong 
terms to the.repeal, in 1S93, of the "Sher- 
man silver-purchase law, which caused 
business failures by the thousands." 
The circular makes an attack on the 
'.'gold monometalllsts," and the charga 
that corrupt methods will be used at the 
coming election to set up the gold stand- 
ard.
